Guatemalan Forces Shell a Poe 
sition Occupied by the 
. Salvadorans. 


The Act Committed in the Face of 
an Armistice. 


President Barillas’ Reasens for Signing 
the Peace Treaty—Fresh Treuble in the 
Argentine Republic—France and Amer- 
ican Pork—The Kaiser’s Hurried Dee 
parture for Germany—A Boulanger 
Stery—Vatican Finances—The Distress 
in Ireland—Aid for the Australian Strike- 
ers—Feoreign News. 


SONSONATE, San Salvador, Aug. 28.—Early 
yesterday morning, in face t the armistice 
agreed upon by Guatemala, Salvador and 
Honduras, and which was to end at6o’clock 
yesterday evening if peace arrangements were 
not settled, the Guatemalan forces on the 
frontier shelled a position occupied by 
the Salvadorans at Elcoco, in SBSalva- 
dor, near the border, thereby add- 
ing another treacherous act to its 
score in the present war. At the time the 
shelling of Elcoco was taking place Barilias 
had the peace proposition submitted by Ezeta 
through Mizner and other Ministers in his 
hands and he could not have been ignorant 
of what was passing on the frontier, as half 
an hour afterward he signed the peace treaty 
on the basis as laid down by Ezeta, and which 
fact he caused to be telegraphed to that func- 
tiomary at once. 

THE BREACH UF FAITH. 

This breach of faith in firlng upon a Salvae 
doran fortification caused much indignation 
among the representatives of Spain, Coste 
Rica and Nicaragua, who, with Mizner, guar- 
anteed the armistice. But Mizner is accused 
of laughing over the news. Now it is prob- 
able that Ezeta will demand indemnification 
for Guatemala’s treachery. 

BARILLAS’ REASONS. 

The reasons given for Barillas signing the 
peace treaty are: 

First, he is a powerless man and his coun- 
try is practically bankrupt. 

Second, because he fears the downfall of hig 
Government, owing to interior revolution, 
and, 

Third, because he desires the cotton loan of 
$21,000,000 to be carried through in France. 

Nobody believes that if Barillas secures the 
loan he will long remain at peace with Salva- 
dor, but the latter country will lose no time, 
though peace be proclaimed to-day Min put- 
ting herself in shape for a future war with 
her more powerful neighbor. 


Spain Thanked by Salvador, 


MADRID, Aug. 28.—The Spanish Government 
has received the thanks of the President of 
Salvador for its efforts in behalf of the main- 
tenance of peace in Central America. 


Vatican Finances. 


Loxpox, Aug. 28.—Recent advices from the 
Vatican believed to be entirely trustworthy, 
report the Pope as healthy and vigorous toa 
remarkable degree considering his advanced 
age. His Holiness, however, seems to be 
much worried because of the steady diminu- 
tion of the Peter's Pence’’ contributions. 
The amount of these voluntary offerings 
being a speeles of barometer in- 
dicating the condition of the church 
universal’ at any given time, the marked 
falling off now exbibited does not fail to re- 
celve the anxious attention of the head of the 
church. His advisers endeavor to account 
for the situation on the theory of the poverty 
of the masses rather than on that of their di- 
minishing zeal for the welfare of the Pontiff, 
but this explanation affords but cold comfort. 
The decrease ot revenue has become sc 
marked that his holiness has found it neces- 
sary to withdraw certain investments in order 
to meet the expenses of maintaining the es- 
tablishments whose cost has heretofore beer 
defrayed out of the ‘‘Peter’s Pence. 


Persecation of Christian Armenians, 


Lonpon, Aug. 28.—The Liberals are seeking 
to Make some political capital out of the 
Turkish persecution of the Christians in Ar 
menia, as they did years ago out of the Turk- 
ish atrocities in Bulgaria. With this end in 
view a movement has been started for the 
giving of a banquet to the principal Armeni- 
ans at present in London, among 
whom are some prominent citizend 
of that country which have lately 
fled to avoid becoming victims of persecu- 
tion. It is intended to have the banquet 
take place at the National Liberat Club and to 
have addresses delivered by Mr. Gladstone 
and other eminent Liberal orators, who may 
be relied upon to put Lord Salisbury in the 
position of failing to throw the influence of 
the great Christian nation of England in the 
scale on the side ofthe Armenians, by omit- 
ting to remonstrate with the Porte against the 
coatinuance of the outrages. 


A Prison Tragedy. 


KINGsTon, Ontario, Aug. 23.—There was a 
great deal of excitement created hereabouts 
yesterday by the belief that a revolt had oc- 
curred in the Peniteatiary and that the pris- 
oners bad possession. The military forces 
were calied ont and put in readiness, but they 
were not needed, The cause of all the excite- 
ment was the murder of one convict by 
another. Two men, Hollingsworth and 
Langeford, were in the prison and were bitter 
enemies, having become so before being sen- 
tenced. Langsford aud several friends were 
planning an escape. Hollingswortn found it. 
out and abuséd Langsford in consequence. 
Finally the latter lost his temper and attacked 
his enemy with a pair of shears, tearing and 


promptly stopped by the guards.

Tals ie only a fair 
return for the financial aid extended by the 
Australians during the great struggle of the 
Lendon dockers just as the telegram of ‘‘sym- 
pathy’’ sent by the union a few days ago to 
Mr, Powderly and the striking rairead men 
in New York, was an appropriate return for 
the sympathy unaccompanied by cash, which 
the Knights of Labor extended to the dockers 
on that same occasion.

Orrr OF MEXIOO, Aug. 28.—Via Galveston. — 
A considerable quantity of pine wood is being 
shipped to the United States from Mexican 
ports.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Standard says that it ap- 
pears certain that the Czar has refused to 
discuss the Kaiser’s proposals. It is signifi- 

-cant that the curtailment of the army maneu- 
vers and court festivities was necessitated by 
the sudden desire manifested by His Majesty 
todepartfor home. His haste is, however, 
attributed to Socialist movements and the 
discontentrecently manifested by the insub- 
ordination of the Hanoverian regiment. 


Fresh Troubles in Buenos Ayres. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 28.—The Union Civica 
has called a meeting for the purpose of for- 
mulating a request that Minister Roca and 
Lavalle leave the Cabinet.

‘‘Boss” Filley Running the Re- 
publican State Convention 
at Jefferson City.

Senator James OC. MoGinnis of St. 
Louis Made Temporary 
Chairman.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 28.—The capital 
of Democratic Missouri is to-day in the hands 
ofthe Republicans. They crowd the hotels, 
fill the streets and the State-house and declare 
they are having a good time ot u. Filley and 
bis strikers are running things, or at least 
pretend they are, and the understanding is 
„de old man has a ticket to run in on the 
Missouri Republicans. The delegates to the 
convention pounced on the city on the night 
trains and the hotels were soon crowded. 
St. Louis sent over 250, including 
the 123 delegates. Every county in the 
State, according to Secretary Beache’s claim, 
sent delegates. Kansas City and St. Joseph 
are largely represented and the delegates 
from the former places arrived at? o’clock 
this morning and, fzom all accounts, hada 
‘*high old time’’ on the way down. They 
had, itis claimed, an almost inexhaustible 
supply of refreshments and inthe words of 
one of their number ‘‘tore things wide open’’ 
on the train. 

THE ‘‘Boss’’ IN CHARGE 

The convention was called to order shortly 
after 10 o’clock by Filley. 

The delegates, alternates and specta. 
tors completely filled the House Chamber 
in the capitol building, and shouted and 
cheered at frequent iatervals. As soon 
as the convention was opened a motion pre- 
vailed to have the delegates divide up in 
Congressional Districts and elect thelr 
officers, Arecess was then taken until 11:30, 
when the session was resumed. Rev. Mr. 
Watkins offered a prayer and then Boss 


Filley’’ made one of his characteristic 
speeches. lie wanted everybody to stand up 
for Missourl. He spoke about twenty minutes, 
attacked the State Administration and re- 
ferred to the Noland defaication at some 
length. This elicited loud applause. 

SENATOR M*GINNIS TEMPORARY CHAIKMAN. 

When ‘‘de ole man! subsided the State 
Committee made its report, presenting the 
names ef the temporary officers of the con- 
vention. Senator James C. McGinnis of St. 
Louis was named as the Temporary Chairman 
and Albert Griffith of Chareton, Secretary. 
Bittinger of St. Joseph, who heads a pro- 
nounced and bitter anti-Filley delegation, was 
placed onthe committee appointed by ‘‘de 
ole man’’ to escort Senator McGinnis to the 
chair. This brought out the remark from a 
delegate that the boss of the State Organi- 
zation was“ a harmonizer from away back. 

THE COMMITTEES. 

The Committees on Credentials, Permanent 
Organization and Platform were then an- 
nounced from the district delegations. Tre 
announcement of names proceeded without 
interruption until the Sixth District was 
called, when the Chairman gave the name of 
Delegate Smith of Sedalla, for the Committee 
on Permanent Organization. Smith did not 
like this end ordered his name withdrawn, at 
the same time glaring at the chairman of the 
delegation. When the Ninth District was 
called Chairman Schweickhardt announced 
that the delegation had selected Matt G. Rey- 
noids for the Committee on Resolutions. The 
Resolutions Committee when completed was 
announced as follows:

The convention took a recess at 12:30 until

pare their reports. 

FIXED BY ‘‘DE OLE MAN. 

It leaked out this morning that avery quiet 
meeting was held at ‘‘Boss’’ Filley’s house. 
on Chestnut street, Wednesday night to Ax 
things.’’ Filley was the central figure in the 
gathering and according to the account given 
by a Republican, who was present, he had 
things justas he wanted them. There were 
several members of the State Com- 
mittee present, and Judge Botsford 
of Kansas City. Who ran for 
Supreme Judge two years ago, Came down to 
form one of the party. The State ticket was 
discussed and ‘‘de old man’’ said that he had 
seen enough to convince him that the chances 
of carrying the State were never better. It 
was Filley’s opinion that John B. Hale of 
Carrollton was the most available man for Su- 

reme Judge and the others agreed with him. 
Bare Senator Headle of Greene County was 
placed on the card for Railroad Commis 
missioner, but no action was taken with ref- 
erence to the office of Superintendent of 
Schools. The politician who gave out this in- 
formation said there was uo question that the

THE COLORED DELEGATES KICK. 

The colored delewates form a big factor in 
the convention. There are quite a number of 
them here and early this morning news 
reached Boss Filiey’s headquarters that 
the colored delegates would makea very 
emphatic demand for aplace on the ticket. 
Prof. P. H. Murray, editor of the Advance, 
who conducted the warfare against Collector 
Wennecker a short time since, was found to 
be tne cause of the demand from the colored 
delegates.’ Murray said before the conven- 
tion wae called to order, that the colored 
people would insist on being recognized. 

THE COLORED DELEGATES, : 
some twenty - eight or thirty in number, met 
at the Indiana House at the call of D. H. Mur - 
ray of St. Louis shortly after the afternoon 
recess. In along speech Mr. Murray said the 
negroes were entitled to representation 
on the State Committee and should de- 
mand it of the convention. He explained 
that the colored voters would be justified in 
asking a place on the ticket, but would waive 
that to demand other privileges. He said the

had practically ignored col- 
ored voter, and that was 
time for the negroes to demand what he con- 
sidered their rights. The delegates agreed 
with Murray, and it was decided to lay iheir 
claims before the convention, together witha 
request that the Republican partp of Missouri, 
through the medium of the convention, 
repped indorse the Lodge Federai election 


The undisguised bossism on the part of Fu- 
ley bas aroused some resentment among the 
country delegates. When Temporary Chair- 
man McGinnis relieved him of the chair, In- 
stead of going down to the floor, like the 
other meinbers of the committee who had 
assumed elevated places, the leader of the 
hoodlum wing pulled up a chair behind the 
presiding officer and offered an occasional 
suggestion.

GENERAL POLITICS. 


State and Cengressional Conventions—Joe 
Cannon Renominated. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 28.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention was called to order at 
10 o clock this morning by Chairman Jewett 
“of the State Committee, who immediately an- 
nounced ex-Gov. Isaac Gray as chairman. 
Thirteen hundred and three delegates occu- 
pied seats on the floor while the lobbies snd 
galleries were filled with a larger crowd of 
Democrats than has been gathered together in 
the State for many years before. The plat- 
form, which is very long, was received with 
great enthusiasm, On National subjects it 
says: 

We, the Democracy of Indiana, in conven- 
tion assembled for the first time since the 
memorable contest of 1888, when we went 
down in defeat, but not dishonor, overcome 
by the shameless methods of Dudleyism and 
the ‘*Blocks-of-Five,’’ do solemnly declare: 
That the electoral vote of Indiana was ob- 
tained for Harrison aud Morton by the most 
flagrant orimes against the ballot box ever 
perpetrated in an American commonwealth; 
that these crimes were committed under the 
direct auspices of Wm. Wade Dudley, then 
and now Treasurer of the National 
Republican Committee, and by the 
procurement and connivance of Republican 
leaders in this State and in the nation; that 
the administration of Benjamin Harrison has 
made itself an accessory after the fact to 
these crimes Dy shielding the criminals from 
punishment and even by rewarding them for 
thelr. knavery; and thatthe brazen prostitu- 
tion of the machinery of the Federal Court 
for the District of Indiana, by its Judge and 
attorney, to the service and protection of 


these conepirators ayainst the suffrage, con- 
stitutes the most infamous chapter in the 
judicial annais of the Republic. 

We denounce the tariff monopolists for 
their efforts to perpetuate themselves in 
power by measures inconsistent with free in- 
stitutions and contrary to good morals. We 
find in the force election bill, the bill creating 
rotten borough States and the mo yp tariff 
bill, the open manifestations of a gigantic 
conspiracy of the majority to oppress a groan- 
ing people with additional burdens of taxa- 
tion for private benefits and to fasten iton the 
country in such a way that the people cannot 
free themselves from the galling loud. 

„We denounce the force election bill which 
has passed the House and has the active sup- 
portofthe Administration as revolutionary 
and unconstitutional. It strikes down home 
rule and local self-government; suggests and 
encourages fraudulent elections and provides 
the machinery to accomplish dishonest re- 
turns and false certificates of election; 
fosters sectionalism and bayonet rule where 
every interest of the people invites 
to peace, fraternity and unity; outrages 
the traditions and customs of a century by 
xiving lite tenure to partisan returning 
boards; makes the legislative and executive 
branches dependent upon the —— and 
converts the judiciary into an ins rument of 
oppression and corruption; invoives the un- 
necessary expenditure of millions of the peo- 
ple’s money, and in Indiana nullifies the An- 
drews election law passed by the last Legis- 
lature over the determined opposition of the 
Republicans. 

„We declare that interference of any kind 
by the Federal Government with State elec- 
tions is a dangegous menace to the form of 
Government bequeathed us by the framers of 
the Constitution, and that the intelligenceand 
patriotism-of the American people may safely 
be trusted to remedy any evils that may exist 
in our elections. 

The platform indorses the acts of the last 
Legisiature; indorses the course of Senators 
Voorhees and Turple, and favors the 
abandonment of the system ot fees 
and perguisites in the payment of State 
and county officers. Gov. Gray, on taking 
the chair, spoke for over an hour, dealing 
principally with State issues. His reference 
to ex-President Cleveland was received with 
tremendous applause. 

A resolution was adopted to make the State 
Central Committee a permanent body elected 
every two years on St. Jackson Day (January 
8). The first ballot for Secretary of State re- 
sulted: Claude Matthews, 583; Clark, 1524; 
Hillegoss, 337; Lee, 21844; McLain, 12. 

Before the second ballot Clark and McLain 
were withdrawn. On the second ballot Claude 
Matthews received 839 votes, and on motion of 
his chief opponent the nomination was made 
unanimous. Mr. Matthews is the most exten- 
sive farmer in Indiana, and his nomination is 
something of a tribute to the Farmers’ Alii- 
ance. 

On the first ballet J. O. Henderson, editor 
ot the Kokomo Dispatch, received 675 votes, 
and was declared the nominee for State Audi- 


tor.

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HOME FROM MARTINIQUE. 


EX-CONSUL WH. A. GARESCHE RETURNS 
AND TELLS Of HIS LIFE ON THE ISLAND, 


An Acceunt of the Terrible Fire That Near- 
ly Destroyed the Town of Fort de 
France—How the People Have Looked 
in Vain te America for Assistance in 
Their Distress—Our Trade With Marti- 
nique—Quaeer Social Custems, 


Mr. William A. Garesche, late Consul to 
Martinique,returned home this morning after 
aresidence of more than four years in the 
West Indies. Mr. Garesche’s friends soon 
learned that he was at home and he held al- 
most a levee at the office of his 
father, Mr. 4. J. F. Garesche, where 
his old acquaintances called to inquire 
about hlm. He received many cordial wel- 
comes from those who had known him before 
his entrance into the diplomatic service who 
desired to congratulate him on the excellent 
record he has made while connected with the 
Btate Department. He leaves it 
with the highest commendation of those 
under whose direction he has served 
and none have greater cause to be proud of 
the records they have left behind than he. 
Having been complimented for successfal 
and efficient work by both the Democratic 
and Repablican Secretary of State, he grace- 
fully retires to private life with well earned 
laurels. 

THE DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION. 

Mr. Garesche spoke Very interestingly this 
morning of his life abroad, and particularly 
of the terrible fire which visited Fort de 
France, the capital of Mortinique, but a short 
while ago, from which the inhabitants of the 
island are still suffering. 

„Martinique, he said, is an island about 
forty-five miles long and twenty miles wide. 
It contains 165,000 people, of whom 12,000 are 
whites. The others are negroes, mulattoes and 


octoroons. Fort de France is the capital, but 
I lived at St. Pierre, the place that any Amer- 
loan would choose, for that is the commercial 
city of the Island, and the place where all the 
bustle and lifeis. The society, too, is more 
agreeable than at Fort de France, for the most 
of the inhabitants of the latter place are 
Government officials and clerks. St. Pierre is 
a much pleasanter plece to live, so I chose it 
as my home. ‘ihe trade of Martinique with 
the United States is much more important 
than most people imagine it is. It amounts 


to „000, * year, and as 
Martinique exports nothing to the United 
States this trade is all in our 
favor. On that account the people of the 
island feel very much burt that the States 
have not assisted them in their recent and 
present distress. The fire has left them in a 
very gad condition and they 
pected help from the States, but 
none has come. Seventeen hundred 
houses in Fort de France were burned and 
7,500 people left homeless. The origin of that 
fire is still a mystery. In 1858,I think it was, 
Martinique was visited by an earthquake and 
the town of 
FORT DE FRANOE 
almost levelled. The 
rebullt were of stone 
the second story and 
frame above that. They have been painted 
year after year until the vood, thoroughly 
dried under that tropical sun, made the town 
a perfect tinder box. Howthe fire started no 
one knows, but when it did start it spread 
from one house to another and in but a 
short while was beyond control. They have 
in Fort de France what they call a fire de- 
partment, Dut it is 100 years behind the times. 
The pumps are boxes about three feet by five, 
the old-fashioned box pump which is carried 
on a barrow, and when a fire starts they carry 
these things to it, place one 
them at the source of supply 
pump from one box to another 
until eventually the water is passed on to the 
fire and thrown on the flame. This depart- 
ment could do nothing, and the troops were 
called out. They finally checked the course 
of the flames by blowing upthe houses with 
dynamite and gunpowder bust 
. business lo otf 
clty, ithout exception, 
and the only things left standing were theres- 
idences and State building. The worst of it is 
that they have lost all their insurance. The 
houses and goods were insured in mutual in- 
surance companies and they all went down 
together. The companies may pay 10 per cent, 
but they cannot pay more than that, so while 
the people have received from neighboring 
islands enough assistance to enable them 
to live, they cannot rebuild, and the United 
States ought to rebuild that town. It would 
be an excellent business investment in the 
first place, but aside from that, considering 
the trade and the kindly feeling which those 
people haye for the States and the Americans, 
assistance should given them, for 
them need it very badly. The islands 
gave individual contributions, and then theft 
Legislatures appropriated money for the re- 
lief of the sufferers, but the United States, 
which have a balance of 
$8,000,000 A YEAR 

in their favor in trade with those people, have 
done nothing. When I was uno Cially lin- 
formed that Fort de France was burn- 
ing, I thought I ought to go there to 
render to the Governor the sympathy of the 
people I represented. The only steamer 
which was bound from St. Pierre to Fort de 
France was a French steamer which left at 7:30 
o’clock, and to be sure to catch herl went 
on board without supper. 1 arrived 
in Fort de France between 10 
and ll o’clock and tound that 
the town was still burning. The Governor, I 
learned, had retired and I did not disturb him. 
lt was utterly impossible to find a place to 
sleep that night, and food could not 
be obtained at all; hungry 
and sleepy 1 roamed watch- 
ing the conflagration morning, 
At 6:30 o’clock I sent my card to the Govy- 
ernor. He was not dressed, but he requested 
me to wait. I did, and saw him and extended 
the sympathy ofthe American people. and to 
him my own. He thanked me, and spoke of 
the feeling he and his people had 
for the Americans. I

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT 

appoints the Governor, Judges and 
just such officers as our Govern. 
ment appointe in the territories. The 
municipal governments and the Legislature 
are controlled entirely by the poops and by 
the negroes and mulattos. Thé whites do not 
even vote. The negroes there are well edu- 
cated, bright men, who do exceedingly well. 
Their manners are not polished or much im- 
proved, and perhaps there still lingers in 
them a good deal of the native African. 
At least 1 judge so from what I heard of an 
outbreak which occurred there about three or 
four years beiore 1 went there.

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THE CENSUS DEPARTMENT DOES ST. LOUIS 
ANOTHER INJUSTICE. 


The Statistics:on Street Railroads Do Not 
Truthfully Shew the Improvement and 
Increase of Transportation Facilities in 
This City—Mr. James Campbell Fur. 
nishes the Oorrect Data— Real Estate 
News. 


Real estate agents and property owners 
®enerally of this city are very much chagrined 
atthe injustice which has been done to St. 
Louis in the statistical report which has just 
been sent out from Washington, D. C., by 
Charles H. Cooley, special agent for rapid 
transit facilities in cities, under direction of 
Henry C. Adams, special agent of trans- 
portation. The information alludes to 
street railways and includes subur- 
lines tributary to large cities 
but outside their corporate limits as well as 
those within the cities, and in this matter St. 
Louis has been badly misrepresented as being 
made the least 
Progress in developing the rapid transit 
problem— whereas the fact is this city leads, 
and is in advance of all others both in the in- 
creased number of mileage, the character of 
the tracks put down and inthe elegant and 
modern equipment of its new systems. 

No man is more thoroughly conversant with 
these facts than Mr. James Campbell, the 
broker, who has placed all the St. Louis srteet 
railway bonds which have been offered for 
sale to the public, with the exception of those 
of the Broadway line taken by the St. Louis 
Trust Co., and his energies in this behalf have 
necessitated an accumulation and the com- 
pilation of data which but few, if in fact 
any other person is In possession of. 

Mr. Campbell says St. Louis street railways 
are valued according to their capital stock, at 
$15,961,000, and not only that, but that this 
immense wealth all belongs to the city of St. 
Louis, the Chicago syndicate’s purchase of 
some ofthe roads, amounting to $1,060,000, 
not excepted, asthe money to pay for the 
bonds was all borrowed from local banks and 
considerable more than the purchase price in 
the bargain. 

The bonded indebtedness of the various 


roads, amounting to $9,455,000, is all held 
here. 

In referring to his statistical information 
about St. Louis street railways, Mr. Campbell 
finds that there is a present total mileage of 
216.41 miles, there being a total increase of 62 
miles since 1880. 

During the year 1884 the lines then in exist- 
ence carried 42,805,926 passengers. In 1889 
there were 57,972,440 people carried on the St. 
Louis street railways. his is an increase of 
15,166,514 passengers carried during the year 
1889, over the number who rode on St. Louis 
street car lines in 1884; nearly half as many 
more as were carried during the same length 
af time, only five years previous. 

Taking the roads in alphabetical order, the 
Benton-Beilefontaine line is credited with 
eight miles of track, now delng changed to 
the overhead wire electric system. 

The Forest Park & Fourth street road, out 
Laclede avenue, five and a quarter miles 
long, now a horse car line and constructed 
since 1880, is undergoing a change to electric 
motive power, the poles being in position. 

The Lindell Railway, thirty-five mlles in 
length, has added twelve miles to that total 
since 1880, and the entire system, now being 
changed to an overhead electric wire road, 
will be in operation before this year is out. 

The Missouri Rallway Co., with eighteen 
and one-half miles of track, has added nine 
miles since 1880, and nine miles of the road 
has the credit of being the finest cable line in 
the country. 

The Mound City, operated es a horse car 
line, eight miles long, is now being changed 
to the overhead wire electric system. 

The Northern Central, ten ard one-half 
miles long, constructed sinee 1880, operated 
asa horse road, is now applying for a fran- 
chise to adopt the overhead electric system. 

The Cass avenue road, eight and a half miles 
in extent, is aleo asking for a franchise to 
change to the electric system. 

Tie People’s line on Fourth street,operated 
as a horse road in 1880, when only eight miles 
long, is now ten miles im extent and is 
operated from one end to the other as a cable 
road with much success, 

The Southern Rallway to Carondelet, seven 
and eighty-five one-bundredths miles long, 
operated as a horse road and built prior to 
1880, is undergoing achange to the overhead 


electric system. 

The Union Line, from Fourth and Locust 
to the Fair Grounds, eight miles long, is 
making application for an overhead electric 
francbise. , 

The Union Depot Line, operated with horses 
upto 1888, when the road had twenty-one 
milesto track, has added six more miles, 
making the total length of its tracks twenty 
seven miles in extent, now run bythe over- 
head electric wire system. 

The St. Louis, Cable & Western is twenty- 
four miles long. Of this six miles of track 
has been laid and operated by cable since 1880 
and was the first cable road in the city. 
Eighteen miles of the track out to Florissant 


ls Operated by steam locomotives. 


The Citizens’, out Franklin avenue, twenty- 
one wiles long, has been changed to a cabie 
road since 1880. 

“The St. Louis, or Broadway line, thirteen 
miles long, is now being cabled, and will be 
in operation about January l. 

The Fourth Street & Arsenal Street Rallway 
Co., with six miles of track, two miles of 
which have been sdded since 1880, is operated 
by horse cars andthe only road in the city 
which is not applying new methods of trans- 
portation or asking fora franchise to change 
its present system for something better. 

PLATTING AND IMPROVING VACANT PLACES. 

' The records of the Secretary of the Board of 
Public Improvements show a very remarkable 
increase inthe number of subdivision plats 
filed in the office since last April, which was 
the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Whenever a piece of 2 of any extent 
is to be put on the market x improved before 
dividing into lots, preparatory to dedicating 
the necessary streets and alleysthbroughit, a 
plan or plat of the proposed subdivision is 
filed with the Board of Public Improvements 
for approval. 

Secretary Foster said: ‘‘There must bea 
very marked activity in the demand for lots 
in the real estate market if the subdivision 
plans go for anything. Since the beginning 
of the fiscal year there have been twice as 
many plans filed as there ever were for a cor- 
responding time, and with the exception of 
the last two years, more than were ever filed 
during a whole year. If they keep coming in 
at the present rute all previous records will be 
left far behind.’’ Several of the subdivisions 
are for yery extensive pieces of ground.

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THE NINTH DISTRICT. 

The Butler Committee in the Ninth 
District has ordered Democratic prima- 
ries on the 12th of September to nominate 
Im for Congress unless some candidate 
offers to whom the nomination will be 
worth more than it can be to JIM. 

It is understood, of course, that no can- 
didate need apply who is not prepared to 
offer some couvincing evidences of his 
appreciation of the honor, as a Butler 
committee is to act as the primary re- 
turning board.

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AN UNINTENTIONAL BLESSING. 

The present troubles of the School 
Board, which are again forced to the front 
as an aggravating nuisance, seem to be 
the result of a combination of asininity 
and ‘*cussedness.’’ 

Owing to the silly blunder of the faction 
in control of the board when the free 
books resolution was passed the proper 
steps were not taken to carry the resolu- 
tion into effect, and, owing to squabbles 
over contracts which, it is charged, 
were irregularly Jet, several members are 
resorting to the foolish absentee plan of 
preventing meetings of the board. The 
obstruction to the business of the board 
just before the opening of the schools is 
in the nature of an outrage, but the free 
books tangle may prove an unintentional 
blessing. The city may properly give all 
pupils regardiess of circumstances free 
books when the means to do so are avail- 
able without hampering other important 
functions of the schools. The prime con- 
sideration is giving school benefits to 
every child iu the city and only when 
ample accommodations for this have been 
provided should public benevolence be 
extended to the provision of free books 
for children of rich and poor alike. 

In the opinion of the most intelligent 
and practical school directors the free 
books system would tax the means of the 
board and would prevent needed exten- 
sions and improvements in the public 
school service. The plan, too, would have to 
be devised hastily and without due consid- 
eration. It is, therefore, better perhaps 
that the question should go over for 
another year.

He had 
long wanted a Holstein and he made up bis 
mind at once to go and buy it, if it was really 
cheap. The Rev. Mr. McCullough isthe pas- 
tor of the Baptist Ohuren in Nyack, He is a 
good man, but has seen something of life,and 
bas the habit of a Southern man, accustomed 
every where to the sight and use of fre arms, 
that made him put a pistol in his hip pooket 
as he started for the train. There were no 
— yards at the number given in the 
newspaper, but after passing in review of

An Early Missouri Newspaper.

The first newspaper ever published west of 
the Missouri River, and probably the first ever 
published west of St. Louis, was the Missouri 
Intelligencer, which was issued April 23, 1819, 
in Franklin, Howard County, then a flourish- 
ing town opposite Boonville on the Missouri 
River. It was issued weekly by Nathaniel 
Patton and Benjamin Holliday. In 1822 Mr. 
Holliday retired and John Treadwell Cleve- 
land, who was a cousin of ex-President Cileve- 
land, became one of the editors and publish- 
ers. Ip 1826 the paper was removed to Colum- 
bia. The name was changed in 1835 to the 
Columbia Patriot, and again in 1853 tothe Mis- 
sourt Statesman, under which name it is stiil 
published,

EXILED “ POLITICAL * unron! UNATES 
SLAIN BY THEIR GUARDS AT TINMeN, 


Tired of the Leong, Weary Journey a Crowd 
of 100 Exiles Turn Upen Their Guards 
and Fight for Freedem—The Secldiers _ 
Shot Down Twenty—Princess Elene 
Oginski One of the Victims. me 


New Tonk, Aug. 28.—Six weeks ago the 
WORLD published a cable dispatch trom Ber- 
lin giving the news that a further horror hag 
been perpetrated on Russian exiles in Siberia, 
that a number of those exiled political un. 
fortunates’’ had been slain by their guards at 
or near the town of Tinmen, In Western 
Siberia. People had already been so sur. 
feited with borrors in hearing the heartrend. 
ing accounts of the massacre at Takotoek, 
whore twenty-five ‘‘political convicts’’ were 
shot down, and of the flogging of Mme, 
Sihida at Kara, that the few lines about the 
Tinmen affair created only a moderate 
excitement at the time it was pub- 
lished. But details bave now deen 
received in this city that bring its 
horrors fully up to those perpetrated in the 
extreme Northern Siberian capital. A Rus 
sian, Alexander Kwistkowski, arrived here 
on Monday direct from St. Petersburg and 
brought with him the first account of the 
Tinmen tragedy. He had gained bis news 
almost at first hands from a relative of one 
of the victims, a beautiful young girl, the 
Princess Blene Oginaka, 18 years old. From 
Prince Adam Oginski, Kwiatkowski learned 
the following details, which, through Count 
Adolphus Norraikow, himself an old Siberian 
exile, and at present a resident of New York, 
he communicated to the WORLD last night. 

THE STORY. 

The story begins with the exiles, a hundred 
in number, who left Ekaterinburg about the 
end of May. They had been transported with 
a steamer load of exiles—politicais and crim- 
inals—from Nijuil-Novgorod to Perm, living 
in Iron cages on deck, and were then sent by 
the railroad across the Ural Mountains, twelve 
hours’ journey to EXaterinburg, where the 
real horrors of the Siberian journey began. 
From that point the exiles had to go on foot 
all the way to Tinmen, a distance of nearly 
five bundrad alles, where the caged steamer 
would be in readiness to transport tnem via 
the Jenessel and be Ovi to Tomsk, 
where another thousand miles would have 
to be trodden by the weary exile 
until Irkutsk was reached. According to 
Count Adam Oginski’s account, as told to 
Kwiatawoksi, the journey from Exaterinburg 
to Tinmen was one of indeseribabie hardship, 
The heat during the day was intense and for 
fifteen days the exiles were compelled to walk 
under the burning sun along the roads half a 
foot deep indust. They usually made from 
twenty totwenty-five and sometimes thirty 
miles a dey, resting at night in the etappes or 
road-prisons which line the great Siberian 
post road straight across the continent from 
the Urals to the Baikal and then further 
to the Pacifico Ocean. From the letters 
received by Prince Adam the i  suffer-

Elene were latense, arousingeven the sym- 
pathy of the Cossack guards at times, Sbe 
was the youngest of the group of exiles, but 
much as she suffered herself she was never 
heard to complain.

Their feet wero swollen to such an extent 
that some ot them sat dowh by the roadside 
and declared it was utterly impossidle for 
them to move another step and asked per- 
mission to ride in the wagons that always ac- 
company an escort of exiles for the pu 
of transporting the sick and women unable to 
walk. They appealed tothe guard in vain, 
however. For an answer they were cruelly 
beaten by the soldiers with the stocks of 
their guns and ordered to get up and march 
on. These scenes 1 2 — on 
tbe 8 always withthe same results in 
cruelty. ut at last, when within only afew 
stations of Tinmen the small band of exiles, 
driven to despair, turned 8 u their 

uards and began to fight for their freedom. 

ut it was a very upegual fight for the sol- 
diers, who ma the journey with loaded 
rifles, immediately u firing on the crowd. 
The resuit was orrifying. The first 
victim wasthe beautiful young Princess. 
Her head was plerced by a bullet and she 
fell dead without uttering a word. &tiil 
the soldiers kept up the fring and out of the 
small band of a hundred political exiles who 
lett Ekaterinburg twenty were shot dead and 
twelve were wounded, nearly all the elles 
in the group participated in the ‘‘rebellion’’ 
to a greater or less degree, itis feared that 
the remainder will be severely punished, it 
not hanged. 

Such is the  terribie story as told by 
Kwiatkowski. It sounds incredible, and 
would doubtless be considered so were it not 
that so many previous horrors of a like de-

COUNCILMAN YOGEL CALLS A MEETING OF 
A DEFUNCT? COMMISSION. 


The Grading Around the New City Hall 
Causing a Great Deal of Worry—An 
Amusing Discussion in the Board of 
Publie Improvements Over Baths for 
Paupers—Cabanne Avenue Im prove- 
ment. 


HAIRMAN VOGEL of 
the Public Improve- 
ments Committee of the 
Coupe has forgotten 
that the City Hall Com- 
mission does not exist. 
He was not alone in his 
ignorance, as several 


y \ thought that it was still 
an active factor ina new 

Oity Hall matters. 
The cause of Mr. 
Vogel’s biunder is an 
ordinance now before 
the Council. It contemplates changing the 
grades of the streets around the new City 
Hull at an expense of about 380, 000, exclusive 
of the costs to be paid in damages for 
property left way up in the air after the street 
has been let down from two to eight feet. The 
ordinance did not seemto disturb the House 
of Delegates in the least and went through 
there without any difficulty, Mr. Vogel in the 
Council, Chairman of the Committee to 
which the bill was referred, being 
a real estate man sees all sorts of difficulties 
inthe way and is seeking advice from all 
sides in relation to it. He called in several 
members of the board and the Cemptroller and 
got their views and now be has requested the 
attendance of the members of the City Hall 
Commission, to get their views and ideas on 
the subject. These gentiemen if they do at- 
tend will have to give their views in some 
other official capacity than members of the 
commission. That body diea a natural 
death with the passage of  ordi- 
nance No. 15,558, which provides for 


the erection of the new City Hall, and put the 
supervision of the whole business in the 
hands of the Board of Public Improvements. 
The ordinance Mr. Vogel and his committee 
are now struggling with isone which came 
directly from the Board of Publie improve- 
ments, and was sent in with the . ofa 
majority of thatbody. The intention was to 
have the bill passed, and then let the work 
wait a while, as it will be several years before 
the necessity for regrading those streets will 
arise. 7 

One of the members of the board is now 
calculating that it would have been cheaper 
to have purchased a fitting site and avoid 
all the expense now being goneto which will 
yield such small results. So as to enable per- 
sons on Tenth and Walnut to see lower than 
the third story of the new City Hall it will 
cost the city anywhere from $80,000 to $300,000, 
Mayor Noonan said that he was no longer a 
member of the Oity Hall Commission, and 
that matters such as the changing of 
street grades and the details of building the 
new City Hall were no concern of bis officially 
as the control of the work bad been left to 
specified officers, of which he was not one.

PATHIZERS GO ON STRIKE. 


; 


Lake Shore Men Refuse te Handle Cars 


5 From the Stock Yards—A Meeting of 


the Switehmen’s Aid Assoeciation—The 
New York Certral Trouble—An Investi- 
ation to Be Made by the State Board 
ef Arbitration. 


CuicaGo, III., Aux. 28.—A story, which if it 
is well circulated and generally believed, will 
Cause a general strike, was passed about last 
might. It is to the effect that the Gen- 


eral Managers in giving up the Switch- 
ing Association an calling upon the 
switchmento do the switching of their re- 
spective roads, forceda strike. The idea, so 
it was said, isto beginawar against the fed- 
@ration and chokeittodeath. It is alsosaid 
the managers had agents at the Terre Haute 
Meeting, and that since then the managers 
have decided to break it up for assisting the 
pwitchmen. The strikers forget, of course, 
that they began the strike and that such sto- 
ries look very fishy. 

The switchmen met at Bricklayers’ Hall 
lastnight and decided not to goon a strike, 
but te dothe switchiug at the stock yards if 
if they were ordered to do so. The stock yard 
strikers who were silly enough to try and 
buildoze arailroad into hiring a certain man 
for yard superintendent are now ‘‘in the 
soup. 

Twenty-seven switchmen inthe employ of 
the Lake Shore Railroad went out on a strike 
last night, and, so far as Ohicago is con- 
cerned, the traffic of the road is at a stand- 
still. The trouble grows out ofthe strike of 
the switchmen at the stock yards, although 
the Lake Shore men have not quit work in 
order to help out the stock yards crowd, They 
have tied up the road because the manage- 
ment discharged employes who refused to 
haul cars from the district within the jurisdic 
tion of the idle men at the yards. 

Supt. Amsden took a crew of men down to 
the stock yards yesterday afternoon. Just 
before reaching there the men quit and left 
their engines standing on tbe track. Some 
time afterward another crew was started, but 
abandened the engines at Forty-third street, 
When the night shift came 2 to work they 
learned that Supt. Amsden had discharged al! 
the men who bad left their engines. They 
immediately called a meeting and the men iz 
the yards at Twelfth street, Forty-third street 
and Englewood walked out im a body. 
A general meeting was called at 
the corner of Sixty third street and 
Indiana avenue, and a communication was 
drawn up and addressed to Supt. Amsden, in 
which it was stated that the men would re- 
turn to work when those who had been dis- 
charged were reinstated. To this communi- 
cation Supt. Amsden replied that the men had 
been discharged for refusing to perform their 
duties. 

THE STRIKERS DIVIDED. 

On receipt of this news the strike was de- 
clared. There are altogether about eighty 
switchmen employed on the Lake Shore Road 
this morning, one-half of whom the superin- 
tendent thinks will hold their work. The 
nightand day switchmen are about equally 
divided, and only the night men 
have struck thus far. The day men 
have left their engines to attend a 
meeting in progress at Sixty-third street and 
Wentworth avenue, the result of which is not 
yet known, and outof the twenty-three en. 
gines that should be working at this time, 
only three are at work. The Superintendent 
of the road is of the opinion that the day men 
will not strike after they leave the meeting 
now being held, but that they will resume 
work better satisfied than before. The pas- 
senger trains are all running ontime. There 
is no change in matters at the Chicago & Alton 
Road this morning, everything remaining’ 
practically as it was last evening. 

THE CONFERENCE. 

The conference at Sixty-third street and 
Wentworth avenue was attended by about 
sixty switchmen belonging to both night and 
day forces. They were met by Supt. Amsden, 
who explained ta, them the circumstances 
under which the night force struck last night, 
and asked them whether they intended to 
stand by the company or the strikers. Thirty- 
four of the sixty men present signed a paper 
agreeing tostand by the company and to go 
to work wherever the company sent them. 
The remainder decided to side with the 
strikers. Two engines were then.sent to 


‘Packingtown todo the work needed there, 


and the remainder are at work in the Lake 
Shore yards. There is not very much to-day, 
as most of the cars were gotten out last night. 

There is po particular change in the situa- 
tion at the stock yards. Everything is quiet, 
and the engines, manned as they were yester- 
day, are doing whatever work is needed. 
There are no switchmen inthe yards, most of 
them having gone down town toattend a 
meeting. There is the usual crowd of on- 
lookers, but there is no indivation of trouble. 

MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

The representatives of the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Ald Association are meeting this 
morning with the grievance committees of 
the switchmen on all tue reads running inte 
Chicago. The meeting was called to devise 
some means, if possible, to settle the dim 
culties which are nov threatening the railroad 
traffic of this city. Before the meeting opened 
Grand Organizer Jonna Hall said toa reporter: 

»The situation is just this: If any road at- 
tempts to eompel its switchmen to handle 
freight from the stock yards it will very 
speedily have astrike on its hands, Inthis 
way the matter will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the association, which will make the 
fightiteown. In that way a genera! tie-up of 
all the roads may become areality.’’ 

The switchmea have appointed a committee 
to wait on Mr. Chappell, Manager of the 
Chicago & Alten Road, and he is now holding 
a conference with them. Chief of Police 
Marsh has sworn in ¢6ighty watchmen for tho 
company, Who are scatiering the switchmen. 
The read has now ten new men employed. A 
train is on its way from Jollet and is expected 
to come through withouttrouble. A train is 
also being made up to leave the city. 

NO CONFERENCE. 

It is now learned that the announcement of 
the conference between the strikers and Gen- 
eral Manager Chappell was incorrect. Mr. 
Chappell went to the switchyards at Brighton 
this morning. A telegram was sent him say- 
ing that the strikers wished to confer with 
him, but he paid no attentionto it. Assistant 
General Manager Wood said no  confer- 
ence will be held. The men discharged them- 
selves by striking and will never be re-em- 
ployed, and more applications for their 
Places have been made than there are places 
tobe filied. He says that only five of the 
Strikers are members of the Switch- 
men’s Union while more than 
that number of men taken on are non- 
union men. The chief trouble is at Brighton, 
where the strikers are obstructing business 
by stealthily turning switches, pulling pins, 
etc, 


Baltimore and the Strike. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 28.—Housekeepers, 
hotel landiords, the keepers of boarding 
houses and their dependencies are feeling the 
effects of the strike of the switchmen in Chi- 


cago. The price of Chicago dressed beef has 
advanced from 50 cents te $1 per 108, and it is 
sald that if the strike is not soon broken 
the price will go higher, There are 
eix agencies in this city which 
handle the Western meats, and the 
average daily sales are about five car-loads 
each. This week the highest number re- 
esived by any one was two cars. A large 
numder of employes inthe Mount Claire 
shops ofthe Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., 
have been laid off till Monday next. One 


reason assigned by the men for this actien of 


the company is thatthe company wishes to 
givethe men a taste of idleness so as to ope- 
rate against their contenancing any of tne 
railroad strikes now pending, particularly the 
Ohicago strike. 


The Central Strike. 


New YOrK, Aug. 28.—The first utterance of 
Mr. Arthur, Chief Engineer ofthe Grand In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Locomotive In- 
gineers, on the subjeetofthe New York Oen- 
tra) strike, which in anywise defines his posi- 
tion, was written yesterday by him to In- 
gineer K. H. Holman of the Third 
Avenue Elevated Road, in reply to an

He did not receive 
the message until Mr. Powderly had passed 
through the city, and so informed him bya 
letter sentto Scranton. Mr. Powderly would 
experience no difficulty in finding him in 
Oleveland, and is guilty of a deliberate 
falsehood, Mr. Arthur alleges, if he states 
that other leaders have also failed tofind 
him. No maa ever came to his office who was 
not received and courteously treated. He had 
advised the engineers to abstain from any 

articipation inthe present strike and to st- 
tend strictly to theirown business. Can Mr. 
Powderly say as much? Mr. Arthur says he 
thinks not. Wheneverthe engineers struck 
they asked assistance from no other 
order; consequently he holds that they 
are perfectly justified in maintaining a strict- 
ly neutral position when ethers are engaged 
in a conflict with their employers. Mr. 
Powderly accuses members of the B. L. E. of 
taking the places of striking firemen. If that 
is true the division of which. they are mem- 
bers will deal with them. It is not within his 
province to deal with individual members. 
As a parting shot Mr. Arthur ventures to ask 
if Mr. Powderly hed the men of his order ex- 
pelled who took the place of the engineers 
during the C., B. & Q. strike. 

POWDERLY’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Powderly made another statement late 
last night. He intimates that the New York 
Central dividends are not equally divided. 
That road owns the Wagner Palace Oar Co., 
but the shareholders of the Oentral do not 
share in these dividends. The same applies 
to the Blue Line of freight cars and the bridge 
at Albany. Both pay good dividends and are 
held as separate property. Mr. Powderly, in 
conclusion, demands Government control of 
the railroads; he rehearses the Sixth Natio nal 
Bank scandal in the same connection; he says 
he thinks Mr. Barry ot, unsouud mind and his 
utterances not wortby of attention; he af- 
firms that little freicht is being handled by the 
Central, and that their new men have been 
duped and are dissatisfied and quitting the 
company. The fight will be kept up, says 
Mr. Powderly, until Chauncey Depew comes 
here to rebuke or to range himself beside 
Vice-President Webb. 

All was quiet at the Grand Central Depot to- 
day, and all trains were leaving and arriving 
on schedule time. Mr. Webb stated that re- 
ports from along the road declared that the 
freight was moving rapidly and that matters 
were about in their normal condition. Mr. 
Powderly is stillat the St. Cloud Hotel. He 
reiused to talk. 


The Situation at Albany. 


ALBANY, N. T., Aug. 27.—The New York 
Central was to-day informed by the Boston & 
Albany that they were delivering too 
many cars to it. The yard at Karner is very 


crowded and several hundred cars are in need 
of repairs, necessitating a transfer of a great 
deal of freight. About 300 men, including two 
striking Knights, are at work in the 
shops to-day and 100 non-union 
men who went out with the Knights. 
A striking Knight at West Albany said that 
not as yet had one of the strikers returned to 
work in the Karner yards. A bulletin from 
the strikers’ headquarters says the Central 
officials are giving exaggerated accounts of 
freight moved and claims that the strike is ne 
nearer settlement than it was the first day. 
They deny that any of the Knights have 
applied for reinstatement. The Pinkerton 
ferce at Albany has been reduced one-third, 
only about two hundred men being there 
now. 
THE STATE BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

The following notice was to-day ordered 
served by the State Board of Mediation and 
Arbitration upon Third Vice-President Webb 
of the Central & Hudson River Railroad and 
upon Master Workman E. J. Lee, of District 
Assembly 246, Knights of Labor:

Resolved, that in the judgment of this 
Board it is best to inquire into tne cause or 
causes of the contreversy growing out of the

ployes, who, on and since the 8th inst., have 
gone on strike, and that such inquiry be com- 
menced in the city of New York Tuesday 
next, at 10 o’clock,at such place as may here- 
after be designated.

SULLIVAN AND TRUDE. 


The Former Transfers His Real Estate te 
the Neted Criminal Lawyer. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 28.—The News this morn- 
ing says: Considerable comment was indulged 
in yesterday over the discovery that Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan, one of the so-called 
**Triangiers,’’ had transferred his real estate 
to Attorney A. 8. Trude. Inquiry at the Re- 
corder’s office elicited the fact that the deed 
for this transfer was recorded in his office 


aboutfour weeks ago, but publication of the 
fact was suvpressed by some agency—pre- 
sumably by those directly concerned, 
Messrs. Trude and Sullivan. It bas 
been an open secret for several 
months that ‘Trude and Sullivan had main- 
tained relations which made the attorney the 
virtual possessor of all Sullivan’s property. 
Whether these relations grew out of the ‘‘Tri- 
anglers’ ’’ alleged complicity with the Cronin 
murder, requiring the secret counsel of the 
noted criminal lawyer, was the theme of de- 
bate among those to whom this transfer be- 
came known yesterday. Sullivan’s friends 
atoutly maintain, of course, that the transfer 
was only in the exercise of common prudence 
and that his property ie as much his own now 
as before the execution of the supposed deed, 
But the skeptical, including the friends of the 
murdered doctor, ask: Why select A. 8. 
Trude under such circumstances?’’ There is 
evidently another unwritten chapter of the 
Cronin murder.
